faithful, if he learns in his ocoupation never 
to do his best, if he finds practical politics 
full of low selfishness, corruption, and 
dishonesty, the chances are that what- 
ever moral or religious education he may 
have received in youth will soon cease to 
affect his conduct in some directions, and 
that his character ultimately will be deter- 
mined more by the immoral] influences which 
surround him when adult than by his youth- 
ful lessons in theoretical virtue.“ 

Having thus shown that the goal of the as- 
sociation, efficient religious education, would 
be a nullity without ethical industrialism, 
the president of Harvard proceeded to expose 
the ‘present deplorable condition of the in- 
dustrial world in this regard and to point out 
the remedy. 


Condemns Employers’ Faults. 
The ethical influences of a well conducted 
|} industry,” he said, “spring from steady 
work, a permanent home, loyalty and good 
will at work, and a reasonable freedom to 
profit by intelligence, alertness, arid fidelity 
so there.may be constant hope of an im- 
proving lot. 

“The unethical influences which proceed 
from the employer are: 

“Interference with steady work by in- 
sistence on exercising the power of instant 
dismissal, and by unnecessary closing of 
some works in order to increase the profits 
in others. 

* Neglect to provide inducements for the 
workmen to create permanent homes, or, 
what is worse, by actually encouraging 
nomadic habits in their employés. 

“ Abridgment of freedom to rise from one 
stage of employment to another, or deliber- 
ately keeping every employé at work on the 
same job as long as possible, no matter to 
how small a detail of the total work of the 
factory that job may be limited.”’ 

On the subject of the employment of spies 
by combinations of capital, which, he said, 
is a common weapon against the unions, the 
speaker Geclaimed at length, declaring with 
emphasis: that “ except in war the employ- 
ment of spies is distinctly unethical, to say 
the least.” 


Monopoly on Both Sides. 

Taking up the question of “ employés’ 

ethics,’ the limitation of apprentices was 
condemned ae “ unmitigatedly selfish” and 
an interference with a freedom that is pre- 
cious, to every ee ey the free- 
dom of education.“

“WE WHERE ALL QUIET.” 


Children Tell What They Saw from 
Classroom Window. 


In the estimation of her pupils, Miss Helen 
McLaren, a teacher at the Rogers school, 
is a “ herom,” whatever that may be. 

Half a hundred children in the second 

grade yesterday turned in essays on a fire 
which bed occurred in a Jewish butcher shop 
near the school, 
Miss McLaren speaks modestly of her ef- 
forts to avert a stampede, which undoubtedly 
would have resulted seriously. But the 
other teachers give her unstinted praise. 

When one of the chudren called her atten- 
tion to smoke from the fire, Miss McLaren 
had to think quickly. 

„Children,“ she said. you may all stand 
up and look out this window. Now, don’t get 
frightened, because there isn’t any danger. 
If any boy shouts ‘fire’ he'll have to sit 
down and then he won't see the engines. 

So the pupils watched the blase quietly 
from the windows. Instead of being fright- 
ened they yed the spectacie. Then they 
had a lesson on the fire. 

“Ysedore Kosikov,” said Misa McLaren, 
„ what do you see?” 

Sees “Great Big Smoke.” 

“I see Ne tee ee wae 
top of the roof with a pan of water,“ 
Isadore’s reply. “ He spilled the — tn on 
the fire. On the sidewalk in front of the 
Kosher they are two bokes with geese and 
ducks. I guess they know the Kosher is on 

“‘That’s good,” was the teacher’s com- 
ment. Tou will get 100 for language. 
Now, Sadie Adolph, what do you see?” 

“ Please, teacher,” she said, I see the 
fire, and it looks like it won't be much. The 
smoke Id coming out of the roof. That's all 
I can think ot to say about it.” 

A dosen other children were upon 
to tell what they saw. Then, f hat the 
other teachers, who were ignorant of the fire, 
would let the younger children out at 11:16 
o' lock, as usual, Mise McLaren ran from 


teacher in charge. 

The children were kept in, thus preventing 
them from raising the ory of fre and 
frightening the whole school. 

Miss McLaren found her class behaving 
admirably, and after giving the pupils in- 
structions to write a story about it, the 
younger children were dismissed. 

Essays Written by Pupils. 

From the. fifty-four essays submitted Miss 
McLaren gave THs TRIBUNE those which she 
paid were the best. 

One boy déscribed the fire in this way: 
“ There was big fler. The flerman has work 
all day. We saw the fler. The point of the 
house was birning. A man came up on the 
roof. He aplld @ pan of water. The koish 
was verry old. Miss McLaren was the herom. 
She went in all the rooms and told the Teshr. 
She was a good herom.” 

Another boy wrote: 

There was @ fire by the school. The fire 
engines came. Then the man took a pall of 
water and sprinkled it upon the fire. The 
emoke and flams was comeing out. My teach- 
er was brave. She went to each room and 
id to the teachers: ‘ Don’t let your chil- 
dren go home because their is a fire next 
door.’ Then they did not let their children 
go home.”

Another miss writes of her teacher's kind- 
ness as follows: .

My teacher is very kind. My teacher is a 
heor.

There was a stiff southeast wind and he 
was warned repeatedly, his friends fearing 
the sallboat of the ae Fe!

Wicker assured his hides that he knew 
how to handle a sailboat, but agreed not to 
go far from shore, With him were Capt.

Volunteers to Seek Aid. 

An hour or two after the party left the dock 
the boat capsized about a mile from shore. 
After floating about on the side of the over- 
turned sloop for a short time Hackney vol- 
unteered to swim ashore on a broken spar 
to summon succor for his fellows. He was 
lost in the attempt. 

Capt. Dockery Jashed Wicker to him, but 
released him after twelve hours and he 
drowned. 

Phillips was drowned a few ho before 
the mall boat rescued Dockery and Caldwell. 

Hackney was 25 years of age and lived 
with his parents at 8614 Michigan avenue. 
While in Chicago he conducted much of his 
father's business on the stock exchange. 
He went south recently for his health. 


Father Leaves for Tlorida. 

The elder Hackney left Chicago last night 
for Florida after telegraphing to govern- 
ment officiale at Fort Myers to make every 
possible effort to find his son, who, he hoped 
might still be alive. 

Wicker’s body was shipped to this city from 
Fort Myers. 

The Wickers lived on a large farm at High- 
land, Ind., but Mr. Wicker passed much of 
his time in Chicago, where he lived at the 
Hamilton club, of which he was an active 
member. He was a brother-in-law of the 
elder Hackney. 

The only information the Hackneys re- 
ceived of the tragedy was a telegram from 
Mrs. Wicker, who was wintering in the south 
with her husband, to the effect that Mr. 
Wicker had been drowned, and that it was 
feared Ray Hackney had met a similar fate.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 10D vote of 
293 to 10}, the house of representatives today 
passed Ahe portion of the act which was con- 
sidered at length yesterday providing for 
the government of the Panama canal sone 
and the construction of the canal. 

This action approves of the system urged 
in a recent report to congress, by which ap- 
peals may be taken from judicial decisions 
in the canal sone to the proper courts in the 
United States. As there is little litigation 
in the zone, the report says there is no neces- 
sity for three judges of the Supreme 
there, as at present, nor for the court 
if appeals otherwise are provided. 

The method provided in the bill, it is said, 
could not be put in operation by the presi- 
dent because he cannot confer upon the courts 
in the United States authority to hear appeals 
from the courts in the zone. Under the opera- 
tion of the plan proposed by the bill the ex- 
pense of the courts will be less than they now 
are and the security of justice will be far 
greater.

The principal complaint seem to be 
directed against the quality of the coffee and 
meat which is furnished, and it is our opin- 
ton that such complaints are well founded 
and that the quality of the meat and coffee 
should be considerably raised. We also be- 
eve that the inmates should be furnished 
with a greater variety ot food than is now 
given. 

It is our opinion that the present meth- 
od of paying the sheriff a per diem for diet- 
ing prisoners ought not to be continued, but 
that the county board should furnish, on re- 
quest, the entire food supply of the jail, 
We believe this will not only substantially 
increase the quality of the food served. but 
that the same can be furnished at a price 
below the amount of money which is now 
being paid on the per diem basis.

MORE JUDGES ARE SOUGHT. 


House Requested to Increase Number 
in Cook County. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, II, Feb. 10,—{Special.]— 
Among the bills introduced in one or the 
other of the two branches of the legislature 
today were the suffrage measure prepared 
by Mes. Catharine Waugh McCulloch and 
presented by Senator Billings and the Chi- 
cago Bar association bill, for an increase in 
the number of Superior and Circuit judges of 
Cook county, introduced by Representative 
Church. 

The suffrage bill seeke votes for wom 
en in municipad electione and in elections 
for all town and village officials except police 
magistrates. 

It seeks also to grant suffrage in the elec- 
tion of member of the state board of equal- 
ization, clerk of the Appellate court, county 
collector, county surveyor, members of the 
board of review and board of assessors, and 
trustees of the sanitary district. The right of 
voting on public policy questions is included, 


Increase in Judges Sought. 

Representative Church’s bill provides for 
an increase in the number of circuit court 
judges from 14 to 22 and for an increase of 
from 12 to 16 in the number of superior court 
judges. The bill is presented as an emergency 
measure with the statement that the dockets 
in Cook county are in bad condition, 

Representative Burns introduced a bill 
which | would allow railroad companies to 
make operating contracts and arrangements 
with any street car company, subject to the 
provisions of the laws regulating such agree- 
ments between street car companies them- 
selves. 

The bill is said to be designed to allow some 
railroad company to gain entrance to a town 
from which it has been barred, Gary being 
mentioned in this connection.

Last year the United States exported 
$28,800,000 worth of leather, in ‘spite of 
the handicap of the duty on hides, and 
imported only $4,200,000 worth. Maul- 
festly the leather industry of the United 
States needs no ‘protection. The only 
effect of the duty is to compel boot and 
shoe manufacturers to pay more for cer- 
tain grades of leather they cannot easily 
get at home. 

With hides and leather duty free the 
100 j boot and shoe men would have cheaper 
leather and be in a position to offer cheap- 
er goods in the home and the foreign 
market. They would be able to increase 
their foreign trade and give employment 
to & greater number of operators, The 
duty on shoes should go along with that 
on hides and leather. The manufactur- 
ers do not need it now. A Jeading Lynn 
manufacturer has told the committee on 
ways and means that “ We desire to go on 
record as declaring the present tariff on 
such shoes as we manufacture wholly 
‘unnecessary to our success.“ With hides 
and leather free, a duty on shoes would 
be a palpable absurdity.

Tells of Chicago’s Needs. 
Chicago and her needs occupied most of the 
speaker’s attention, and the benefits of a dis- 
‘pehsary here he considered to be these: 
First—That the patient while waiting to be 
examined is in a sanitary room arranged for 
his own comfort and is also under the care of 
trained physicians, who reduce the danger of 
infection to others in the vicinity. 
Second—Patients are examined by doctors 
interested in the particular kind of case. 
Third—A nurse not only gets the patient 
ready for examination, but later keeps rec- 
ords of temperatures, appetite and other 


symptoms. 

Fourth—Each patient receives persona} in- 
struction how to treat his own case. Special 
lessons are given in such dispensaries in oth- 
er cities on the subject of treating and tak- 
ing care of one's self. / 

He also urged the need of inapection of the 
factories and the workshops. as these dust 
laden places were excellent lodging places for 
the tuberculosis germ. 


Makes Plea for Children. 

In addition, he spoke of the great need of 
an institution for housing the children who 
are tubercular. At present they have to be 
put in with the adults. As from 6 to 10 per 
cent of the children examined are stated 
tubercular, the need is great. 

Not nearly enough money and attention 
are being given at present to the great move- 
ment of ‘‘ scotching. the tubercular snake 
—this was the keynote of the whole program. 
The nurses touched on it in their plea to the 
public for a subscription toward a shack in 
some tubercular camp which should be dedi- 
eated exclusively to the needs of nurses who 
have themselves contracted the dreaded 
sickness while trying to stamp ft out in 
others... Five hundred dollars of their own 
funds have been subscribed, and they hope 
that the public will give more.
